King Hussein later disclosed 
that Jordanian Foreign Minister Abdullah Salah was 
also wounded in the atttack by Palestinian terrorists.

Announcers read 
brief eulogies hailing e-Tel as “a 
martyr.”

Dramatic impact 
seen ruled out

The murder of Wash e-Tel by 
Palestinians in Caire is unlikely to 
have an immediate or a dramatic 
Impact on Jordan's internal situa- 
tion or on its relations with the 
Arab states, 

Despite the fact that e-Tel had 
heen a pillar of the monarchia] re- 
gime, King Hussein remains the 
major figure in his country's poli- 
tical Mfe, and the policy Premier 
e-Tel had adopted is expected to 
be carried out by another person. 

It is even doubted whether the 
murder would have a future impact 
on the relations between Jordan 
and the “responsible” terrorist mo- 
vement which virtually no longer 
exists In Jordan In this context, 
King Hussein, through his future 
Premier, would probably merely 
reassert his determination not to 
allow the terrorists to return 
to his territory, in the same way 
this was emphasized by e-Tel. 

The assassination, nevertheless, 
might affect Jcrdan’s relations 
with the rest cf tae. Areh states, 
which have been coul ta Amman 
over the terrorist issue for some 
time now. 

The development of these rela- 
tlons are Lkely to depend heavi- 
ly on King Hussein’s ability to 
restrain extremists among his sup- 
porters from striking the 
terrorist leadership outside Jordan 
in revenge for e-Tel’s murder.

Tel, who was shot and killed by 
three armed men outside dis hotel 
in Cairo yesterday, was noted for 
his tough line against the Arab ter- 
rorists operating in his country. 

The 5i-year-old politician was 
serving as Prime Minister of Jer- 
dan for the third time. He was first 
appointed on January 27, 1962, 

King Hussein appointed the tough 
right-winger as Prime Minister 
again 13 months ago, right after a 
fierce round of fighting between the 
terrorists and the Jordanian Army 
which resulted in thousands ot 
casualties, P 

Tel was the second Jordanian 
Prime Minister to be assassinated 
while in office. The other was Haz- 
za' al-Majali, who died when his 
office was blown up in 1955, τ 

When Tel was Prime Minister in 
1962, relations between Jordan and 
Egypt reached a low ebb as Tel 
supported the Saud! Arabian stand, 
backing the royalists in the Yemeni 
civil war while the Egyptians back- 
ed the Yemeni Republicans. 3 

He was at the centre of another 
storm between Jordan and Egypt 
Jast year when King Hussein insist- 
ed on taking Tel with him on ἃ 
visit to Cairo, Egypt expressed re- 
servations and King Husseln can- 
celled the visit, 

Tel was known for his toughaess 
and was popular with the Jordanian 
armed forces, But he gained the 
enmity of the Palestinians because 
of his firm stand on the terrorist 
problem after he formed his 1881 
government. 

After yet another round of army- 
terrorist fighting in Jordan last July, 
Tel told reporters in Amman: 
“Henceforth, we shall not allow 
anyone not believing in liberation 
first, to operate as a guerrilla in 
this country, and we shall not con- 
done the presence of groups with 
ideological tendencies,” 

‘Born in Sarih, near Irbid in north- 
ern Jordan, Tel began his public life 
as a teacher after graduating from 
the American University of Belrut 
in 1941. He remained fond of read- 
ing political science, history and 
literature. 

Xn 1942 he joined the British mi- 
litary school at Sarafand, near Tel 
Aviv, and became a lieutenant a 
year later. He served with the Bri- 
tlsh Army until the end of World 
War OU. He then worked with the 
Palestine Arab Office to propagate 
the Palestinian cause.

Only three weeks, 


The General Assembly has only 
till December 21, closing day for its 
current three-month session, to name 
a new Secretary-General. And it can 
only name a man who has the 
recommendation of the Security 
Council — which means somebody 
that none of the five Big Powers 
will veto. 

The 10 non-permanent members of 
the council last week, through Coun- 
cit President Hugeniusz Kulaga of 
Poland, asked the five permanent 
members — the Big Powers — to 
Start consultations on who should be 
the next Secretary-General. 


Diplomatic sources said that since 
then France had sounded out the 
other four permanent members about 
beginning the talks and the U.S. had 
asked the Soviet Union to enter into 
bilateral consultations on’ the sub-~ 
ject.

not simply one οὐ religious and 
cultural freedom, or even of the free- 
dom to emigrate. It is the extremely 
great danger of physical destruction 
— of mass murder. This may seem 
far-fetched, but it was also far-fetch- 
ed in the 1980’s for the Six Million.

The government has desirayed hun- 
@reds of thousands of its own class 
— fellow noblemen in Czarlst times, 
fellow Communists in post-Czarist 
times. What then will happen if 
they decide to vent their wrath on 
the despised, hated outsiders — the 
Jews? As for the people, when they 
are aroused from their stupor and 
lethargy, they are wild and savage 
— and their anger is easjiy divertcd 
to scapegoats. 


How useful and important is the 
Jewish minority to the nation? The 
Jews are a despised group and the 
two major power sources are very

OF A SECOND HOLOCAUST 


The battle for Soviet Jewish emigration is a neces- 


sary fight to avoid mass 


murder at the hands of 


future Soviet rulers, writes Prof. Isaac Horowitz. 
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brutal, but if the Jews fulfi}. some 
useful role, those in power will try 
to xeep hostility under control. From 
the time of the Communist over~ 
throw of the Kerensky regime, the 
Jews were very badly needed by the 
ruling slass because they formed a 
large portion of the educated 
element needed to run the country 
and to push through the Communist 
changes. Far more than any other 
distinct element within the nation, 
Russian Jewry was devoted to the 
promise of the Socialist paradise 
being built in Russia. There was no 
other well-educated, loyal group to 
£111 this role: anti-Semitism was 
thus illegal and the Jews were 
protected from the mob. 

But as the masses in Russia have 
become educated — and covetous 
of the positions filled by the Jews 
— this need has decreased, and with 
it the restraint of the ruling class 
in controlling their own and the 
masses’ dislike of the Jews. 

Knowing the attitude of the two 
major power sources towards the 
Jews, one must now consider whether 
the balance between the ‘wo groups 
will allow the changes and adjust- 
ments inevitable in any society to 
take place without major upheavals. 
In Russia, the ruling class rules by 
rower and terror; essentially, the 
government distrusts and fears the 
people and vice versa. And both 
distrust and despise the Jewish mino- 
tity. -The people remember wnen 


“the most. devoted servants. df the 


government were Jews. The govern- - 
ment is happy to divert the people 
from their misery with Jewigh scape- 
goats, Jewish cosmopolitans, Jewish 
thieves, Jewish capitalists and para- 
sites and international Jewish plots.

Union the basic ingredients for the 
physical destruction of the Jewish 
minority: the two major power 
groups, mbherently capable of such 
action, are only too ready to do so. 
Under ordinary circumstances, the 
Russians express thelr Jew-hatred 
by “mild” measures such as discri- 
mination in education, employment, 
housing, and occasionally, when 
drunk or aroused, by relatively mild 
pogroms. However, under extraordl- 
nary situations of misery and ¢

curred in Nazi Germany. As long as

A 
possibility ig the re-emergence of a 
powerful, ruthless leader like Stalin 
with an obssession against Jews.

Stalin will arise, and that he will 
enthusiastically exploit Jew-hatred 
in order to unify Russia.

"ry, which it rues with great benta- 
lity and oppression, possibly leading 
to violent upheaval. There 18 also 
the long common frontier between 
Russia and China, where conflict 
seems inevitable. 

Thus, all the ingredients which 
led to the Nazi Holocaust exist today 
for Russian Jewry. The Jew cannot 
be accepted and digested within he 
peoptes of Eastern Europe —- if they 
are not thrown or pulled out, then 
Inevitably, they will be torn to 
pieces, brutally exterminated. 


The possibility of such a second 
holocaust Is so great that it would 
be criminal for World Jewry to 
ignore it. We still have some rela- 
tively quiet years in which to act. 
Such a fight is of a different nature 
than that for matzot for Passover or 
for cultural and religious freedom, 
or even for the right to freely er- 
grate from Russia. It is a fight to 
save three million Jews from physi- 
cal destruction.

Sir, — There is a police traffic 
procedure which would appear to 
warrant some looking into — name- 
ly the practice of towing away 
iNegally-parked cars, with specific 
referenceto the south side of Rehov 
Mendele, between Hayarkon and 
Ben Yehuda in Tel -Aviv, 


To begin with, as near as I can 
ascertain, there is no statutory or 
judicially determined requirement 
that a Tow-away zone be specifi- 
cally indicated. I am given to un- 
derstand that the state involved 
merely provides that an illegally- 
parked vehicle may be towed away. 
Tm the absence of such indication, 
a motorist, particularly a tourist, 
would have oo actual notice that, 
as & consequence of illegally park- 
ing his vehicle, it will be towed 
away, Since there are signs indica- . 
ting a Tow-away zone around town 
(ἃ have seen them myself), a ques- 
tion arises in my mind about why 
such sigus are not postedon Rehov 
Mendele. 


Now I would like to address my- 
self to the fact that the towing 
away is done, not by the police, 
but by a private contractor who 
recelves the 1.23 or 1.30 fee which 
is paid by the motorist in addition 
to the fine for illegal parking or 
stopping, While no implication is 
intended of any impropriety on the 
part of members of the police 
force, but bearing in mind the above 
reference to the fact that no Tow- 
away sign ‘is posted, it does not 
take much to see how an under- 
standing between the policeman on 
the beat and the towing firm can 
be mutually beneficial, As one who 
served for more than six years in 
the field of law enforcement with 
special reference to improprietles by 
public officials, including policemen, 
I. can with some authority 
that this set-up’ is an unwholesome 
one. - 

In my particular case, my car 
was a Hertz rented one. What as- 
tonished me when I went to pick 
it up was the set-up of the place, 
completely lacking in the ap- 
pearance of an  offictal police 
facility. No policeman around — 
just a little girl who asked me to 
sign ἃ paper and take the car 
away. No fine or payment was re- 
quested. She simply said that Hertz 
would take care of it and bill me. 

From the list I saw on the girl’s 
desk, all the cars included were 
Hertz cars, which raised further 
questions in my mind It would 
seem that the best victim for this 
Scheme would be the tourist who 
rents Hertz cars. The Impression of 
“diligence” of the policemen with 
regard to Hertz cars is reinforced 
by the fact that, when ἢ originaly 
Parked my car on Rehov Mendele, 
i saw other cars parked on the 
same side of the street ag mine 
was, and yet they were still there 
after mine was taken away.

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TOWING AWAY CARS 


The Israel Police replies: = / 


As a result of the increase of 
motor vehicles in Israel and the 
consequent lack of parking space, 
in particular in the centres of large 
cities, illegal parking Impedes the 
free flow of traffic and indirectly 
endangers pedestrians and other 
drivers. Therefore, the Knesset 
amended paragraph 70A ΟΣ the 
traffic regulations to authorize the 
police or their agent to remcve 
vehicles, tow them away and store 
them. 

On the besis of this law and its 
amendments, the Police put out 2 
tender for the services of contrac- 
tors to carry out the law, Detailed 
directives were issued, governing 
the placeg.and times for towing 
away illegally-parked cars: 

a. In “no stopping” areas { xot 
“no parking” areas) st or near 
crossroads. 

Ὁ. When double parking. 

. At bus stops when buses are 
Tunning. 

ἃ. On paved sidewalks (as @dan- 
ger to pedestrian safety). 

e. At places marked reserved for 
invalids or diplomats. 

f. In special circumstances in 
accordance with police instructions. 

As to the writer's complaint, his 
car was towed away from a “no 
stopping” zone. The reason why 
this particular part of Rehov Men- 
dele (between Hayarkon and Ben 
Yehuda) is a “no stop” area, al- 
though ἐξ is one-way, is that it 
became a problem area since the 
traffic-flow direction was changed 
on Rehovy Hayarkon. Here the traf- 
fic flows from Hayarkon in both 
directions, from north and south, 
and this causes heavy traffic all 
day and during the early hours of 
the evening. There are clear and 
prominent signs indicating that this 
is ‘a “no-stopping” area. 

The towing company has no say 
in selecting cars to Tow-away. It 
only tows, away illegally-parked 
cars on the basis of written orders 
from the police who at in strict 
aecordance with instructions, 

There is no basis whatsoever to 
the claim that the police are par- 
ticularly vigilant with respect to 
tourists’ cars. This impression may 
have been created by looking at 
the lot's register of towed cars 
which is kept separately for rented 
cars, as requested by us for ad- 
ministrative reasons.

The record of Shikun Ovdim 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The remarks ascribed to 
the Secretary of Hevrat Ovdim, Mr. 
Asher Yadlin, in reply to recent 
criticism of the policies of Shikun 
Ovdim, the Histadrut Housing Com- 
pany, must make every veteran His- 
tadrutnik wonder. 

Mr, Yadlin is reported to have 
said that Shikun Ovdim, as other 
Histadrut companies, has to com- 
pete in the open market and its 
managers cannot be blamed if they 
strive for maximum profits. 

I still hope Mr. Yadlin was mis- 
quoted. Shikun Ovdim, as Mr. Yad- 
lin must Know, was not created 
primarily to make profits, but ra- 
ther to satisfy the housing needs of 
Histadrut members and others of 
moderate means, who could not’ af- 
ford high-priced private housing. 
Accordingly, Hevrat Ovdim has been 
allotted public lands all over the 
country, on a large part of which 
it has promptly set out to build 
high-priced apartment houses and 
villas. 

A particularly blatant case invol- 
ves housing {n Yad Ellahu where, 
rumour has it, the company, though 
having been obliged to build within 
& certain limited period, heli on to 
jJend until it was fully developed all 
around and then started bullding. 


Shikun Ovdim was also among the 
first large builders to raise prices 
exorbitantly. 

The percentage of low-priced 
building undertaken by the company 
in recent years is, pound for pound 
and square metre for square metre, 
on the decline. Moreover, the com- 
pany has an extremely poor record 
in planning for the social needs of 
its residents, especially as regards 
youth clubs and recreation areas. 

Tt seems to this writer that the 
Histadrut must not keep silent over 
the doings of its housing company, 
even if Mr. Yadlin is unable or un- 
willing to cope with them.

Actually the Corporation could 
exercise fts right to disconnect 
supply after due notice when con- 
sumers do not pay their electricity 
bills in tlme, The Corporation, how- 
ever, is loath to do this and in- 
stead charges the collection-fee, 
which serves to urge consumers to 
speed up their payments.

FOR NEEDY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poxt 
Sir, — On November 17, you pub- 
lished the statement in the Knesset 
of the Minister of Welfare in reac-, 
tion to the initiative taken by social 
workers in Jerusalem, who revealed 
to the public the Jack of funds for 
financing additional needs arising 
in families dependent on welfare. 

As a social worker in the Hadas- 
sah Medical ion, I can 
state that lately tand this occurs 
regularly during the second haif of 
the budgetary year), municipal social 
workers have not been able to pro- 
vide at the appropriate timefor such 
an essential as household help to an 
elderly, childiess person, living alone, 
upon returo home from the hospital 
whose sole source: of income is old- 
age insurance. 

The Government, the Knesset and 
the public at large might reassure 
themselves that by grantiog a 
monthly allowance to people who 


are dependent on welfare funds, their | 


basic needs are satisfied. Yet one 
does not lve by bread alone. This 15 
a problem not only in Jerusalem — 
it is nationwide. The supply of funds 
for additional needs cannot be looked | 
upon as charity — it is the right of ἢ 
the many families who have no jo- 
come of their own as a result of old 
age, sickness and invalidity or early 
death of the breadwinner. 

The families, who live for these 
reasons on a subsistence level, may 


be upknown to the public at large.‘ 


They cannot organize themselves and 
take care of their needs together 
like other groups of wage earners. 

If the Minister of Welfare “had 
been informed that ‘outside elements 
whose sole motive was not that of 


the good ofthe needy had inspired | 
the strike call,” he has been misied | 


by his source of information. He 
may want to receive his information ; 
at first hand and judge for himself 
by meeting “these outside elements”. 
Otherwise. from his reply in the 
Knesset, it would appear that he is 
using the weakest part of the popu- 
lation as a political football

As for the final comment in your 
letter. — criticizing Shikun Ovdim 
for its failure to provide for the 
social needs and recreation -factilities 
of the residents — please be advised 
that under town zoning regulations, 
the Building Committee allots 40 
per cent of the built-up areas for 
public buildings and projects. Public 
institutions, youth clubs and cuitural 
projects are under the jurisdiction 
of the Municipal authorities and the 
local Labour Councils, and they de- 
termine the projects that are to be 
bullt In the specific area.

S.-E. Asian document 
for neutrality signed 


KUALA LUMPUR (UPI). - The 
specia} meeting here of Foreign 
Ministers from Indonesia, the Phi- 
Jippines, Singapore, Thailand and 
Majaysia has signed a declaration 
that South-East Asia be made into 
2 “zone of peace, freedom and 
neutrality.” 

The signing ceremony with re- 
presentatives of the five Asian na- 
tions climaxed the three-day con-

Diplomatic sources said the neu- 
trality agreement calls for Asian 
representatives to approach the gov- 
ernments of North and South Viet- 
nam, Cambodia, Laos and Burma

Qnuce neutrality Is achieved, the 
U.S., the Soviet Union and China 
might be asked to guarantee that 
they will leave South-East Asia 
‘alone. 

Philippine Foreign Secretary Car- 
los Romulo earlier expressed scep- 
ticism over application of the neu- 
trality idea but said after the five 
ministers met on Friday, “I think

‘The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Haifa District Court delivered on 
October 9, 1971 (in C.A, 44/70). 

The respondent registered his son 
fors@he first year of study at the 
appellants’ school and at the time 
of registration he gave the appel- 
lants promissory notes to the value 
of IL1,170.°The consideration for 
the notes was stated to be “educsa- 
tton.” 

Two days later, the respondent 
informed the appellants that he 
wished to cancel the registration 
as he had just learnt that their 
school was uot recognized by the 
Ministry of Education. The appel- 
Jants refused to return the promis- 
sory notes. 

‘The respondent did not send his 
son to the school and did not ho- 
nour the promissory notes when 
they become due. He was thereupon 
sued by the appellants for payment 
of the notes. The Magistrate’s Court 
dismissed his defence of complete 
failure of the consideration, but the 
District Court reversed the lower 
court’s decision, holding that che 
appellants were entitled to claim 
damages but were not entitled to 
full payment of the school fees be-

Dr. Moshe Kurtz, Director-General 
of the Welfare Ministry, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that “it’s 
totally irrelevant who the person is, 
or what his beliefs are; the only 
erlterion in pubilc assistance should 
be need.” He pointed ow: that the 
Ministry bad even extended asais- 
tance to security prisoners in the 
administered areas, 

Dr. Kurtz admitted that the Min- 
istry had no direct jurisdiction over 
social workers who are employed by 
the municipalities. In such cases, he 
said, the Ministry could only advise 
the deprived familles to take the 
Municipality to court.

West Bank Mayors seek 
unified stand on elections

The mayors of four West Bank 
towns, where local elections were

MAYORS UNDECIDED 

The mayors of Jenin, Tulkarm, 
Kalkilya and Jericho — the four 
towns involved in the first stage 
of the elections, to be held before 
April 30, 1972 — were yesterday 
said to be seeking a joint decision 
‘by all mayors on whether to run in 
the electlons or boycott them. A 
West Bank source quoted one 
mayor as saying that the decision 
would be binding on all, although 
the mayors of Jenin and Tulkarm 


have already expressed their oppo-~ 
sition. 

The question of the elections was 
the dominating topic of conversation 
all over the West Bank untit the late 
hours of the afternoon yesterday, 
when the news of the assassination 
of Jordanian Prime Minister Wasfi 
e-Tel was picked up. (It spread like 
wildfire in some towns, like Nablus, 
whose hatred for Tel — and his 
for the town — hes been almost 
legendary. 

Until then, the voice of the sup- 
porters of new elections seemed to 
be louder than that of the opposi- 
tion — except in Hebron, where 
the general public appeared to be 
awaiting the word of the loca) in- 
cumbent, Sheikh Ja’abari. 

Much of the opposition seemed 
to relate, not to the idea of the 
elections themselves, as much as 
to holding the vote under Jordanian 
law, with its franchise limited to 
rate-paying males of 21 and over.

in fight against pathology terror 
Hadera hospital to strike today

Prime Minister Golda Meir yes- 
terday called on the public to as- 
sist the police in its investigations 
ofthe recent terror campeign being 
waged by orthodox zealots 
the country’s pathologists. She 
asked members of the public to 
come forward with information 
which could help the police. 

A statement issued in her name 
after the problem was discuased in 
the Cabinet said that ali steps were 
to be taken im order to “root out 
this phenomenon.” 

The Cabinet statement said the 
Government would enforce the law 
in all its severity against hooligans 
engaged in terror. 

Health Minister Victor Shemtov 
reported to the Cabinet on threats 
issued to pathologists, Police Min- 
ister Shlomo Hitlel and Mnapector- 
General Pinhag Koppel reported on 
the vigourons steps” taken by the 
police to discover the perpetrators, 
and to “uncover thoge behind them.” 

Several ministers refuted the 
claim that the police were not do 
ing enough and ποιὰ that, though 
appreciating the difficult situation 
of the doctors, protest strikes at 
hospitals were not the proper re- 
sponse. 

Mr. Shemtov said it was “un- 
clear" why the anti-autopsy cam- 
paign was ‘being waged right now, 
when the incidence of autopsies at 
Government and Kupat Holim hos- 
pitas had fallen substantially. Since 
1965 when autopsy ‘procedures 
were tightened up following a State 
Comptroller's report, the percent- 
age of autopsies among deceased 
has dropped in Government ‘hospl- 
tals from 59.4 per cent to 38.4 per 
cent (In 1970). At Tel Hashomer 
hospital, it fell from 66.3 per cent 
to 416 ‘pér cent; at Jerusalem's 
Hadassah Hospital, from 47.7 per 
cent to 83.1 per cent; in Tel Aviv 
municipal dd government hospi- 
tals, from 52.9 per cent to 25.6 
per cent.

Cabinet approves 
credit squeeze

The credit squeeze is on. 

The Cabinet yesterday approved 
raising the.iiquidity ratio by five 

per <ént, in new instructions issued 
by the Bank of Israel, which is de- 
signed, to coumter the five per cent 
increase - -in the country’s Meang of 
payment’ caused by the devaluation 
this summer. In money figures, the 
means ΟΥ̓ payment went up by 
200m since August 21. 

Between now and the end of 
March, 1972, the liquidity ratio on 
deposits of six months and more 
will rise gradually from 18 per 
cent to 23 per cent, and the banks 
will thus: be allowed to extend five 
per cent less credit on these de- 
posits. The Bank of Israel aims in 
this manner to soak up what it 
@escribes ag “large surpluses in the 
banking system” — a manifestation 
of inflation. 

The Bank of Israel hopes that 
the new credit squeeze will absorb 
between IL135m. and I10150m, in 
such surpluses.

condemns 


pathology terror

TEL AVIV, — Another hospital — 
the Hillel Joffe In Hadera — has 
called 2 24-hour strike starting at 
8 this morning, as the Histadrut 
Central Committee yeuarday δὶ called 
for strong police measures to fight 
the intimidation campaign being 
waged against the country’s patho- 
logists. 

The strike at the Hillel Joffe 
Hospital was called following the 
receipt of a threatening letter on 
Friday by its pathologist. This let- 
ter did not contain a bullet. 

The Histadrut resolution, passed 
unanimously, followed a report on 
the situation by the head of the 
Pathologists Association, Dr. Bin- 
yamin .Griffel. He told the commit- 
tee that at least half of the coun- 
try’s 60 pathologists are “bothered 
every day” by threatening phone 
calis or letters. 

Speaking to The Jerusalem Post, 
Dr. Griffel denied that the patholo- 
gists had ever been invited tomeet 
representatives of the Committee 
for Human Dignity on Saturday 
evening in Jerusalem. The meeting, 
which was to have been chaired by 
Police Minister Shiomo Hillel, was 
arranged by Mr. Avraham Werdi- 
ger, M.K., of Poalei Agudat Yis- 
Yael, in an attempt, to mediate be- 


tween the orthodox extremists and 
the doctors. 

“We heard that such 8 meeting 
was to take plate and we waited 
for δὰ invitation,” Dr. Griffel said. 
“According to the radio, the meet- 
ing was set for about 9.30 on Sa- 
turday evening, Mr, Werdiger 
phoned me and asked why I hadn't 
turned up. I told him that neither 
he, the Minister of Police nor tie 
Minister of Health, had seen fit to 
Invite me or any other pathologist.” 

However, Br. Griffel did recelve 
@ call from a man later that same 
evening. ‘Identifying ‘imself 85 
“Avraham Weemer,” he said “a 
bomb has been placed in your 
flat. Get-out of the house, if you 
don't all want to be killed” The 


police, who arived about 20 minutes ; 


later, found no bomb. 

Dectors from Sheare Zedek in 
Jerusalem, an orthodox hospital, 
yesterday unanimously condemned 
attacks on pathologists and de- 
clared that the police were not do- 
ing enongh to track down the cul- 
prits. 

Im a press statement, the doctors 
said that this lack of police action 
“only encourages irresponsible ele- 
ments.” No post mortems are per- 
formed at Shaare Zedek, but they 
use the pathology facilities at Ha- 
dassah for histological examina- 
tions. 


Unafraid of Jewish Gestapo’ 
Anti-autopsy letter 
warns ‘Nazi Zionists’

TEL AVIV. — This is the letter 
which provoked a strike of doctors 
at Shmuel Harofe Goverament Hos- 
pital in Beer Ya'acov last week-end, 
Part of the war on pathologists by 
religous extremists, it contained a 
yin a of a State flag set ablaze, 
with a swastika alongsiie the Star 
of David, 

The anonymous sender of the let- 
ter, shown to The Jerusalem Post by 
the head of the Internal Medicine 
Mepartment, Dr. Avraham Marmur, 
threatens murder, as he is “unafraid 
‘of the Jewish Gestapo police.” 

Aside from the bold swastlica, the 
heading of the letter includes two 
‘ooxed-in inscriptions reading: ‘The 
Zionist Nazi State’ and “How to 
Fight the Zionist Nazis.” =. 

The recipient of the letter, hospital 
pathologist Dr. Miriam Pinkenson, 
also found a needle in the envelope. 
The explanation in the letter said: 
“I am sending you a sewing needle 
this time. Next time I will pierce 
you with a dissection probe. Watch 
out, criminal!" After promising to 
“mow down the doctor with an Uzi 
submachinegun,” the writer asks 
why no autopsy was performed on 
the former director of Tel Hashomer 
hospital, Dr. Haim Sheba, and “on 
your stinking leaders.” 

He writes: “I warn you to stop 
performing autopsies immediately 
for reasons of greed, desire and 
fame. You can make an honest liv- 
ing as a doctor, and 80 can the 
other pathologists. If you don't stop 
working this week, we will finish 
you and discard your body in the 
Yarkon River, so that the worms 
will perform thelr autopsy on you,” 
the letter says. It goes on to state, 
in bold letters, that “only worms 
have the right to dissect the dead.” 

After calling the pathologists 
“Nezi pigs and dirty murderers,” 
the anonymous writer promises that 
he will “kidnap an important Zion- 
ist, finish him, chop him up in 
pieces, and sell him in the butcher 
market of the United States.” 

‘The letter concludes with curses 
on the “damned Nazi Zionists," and 
above the drawing of the burning 
flag is the ominous warning: “This 
will be the end of the Zionist State.” 


Cabinet approves 


supplementary 
budget bill

The Cabinet yesterday approved 
the draft of a supplementary bud- 
get bill for the 1971/72 year (end- 
ing March 31, 1972), which report- 
edly totals some IL1,250m. 

Along with the annual budget 
originally adopted of I1.13,423m.. the 
country’s coffers will thus handle 
some 1U14,750m. this year. (Finance 
Minister Pinhas Sapir hopes to 
settle for a budget of 11416,250m. 
for next year.) 


The expenditure side of the sup- 
plementary budget of 1L1,250m. in- 
volves increased costs caused by 
the devaluation, more outlays on 
housing and defence, and %igher 
salaries for teachers. 

The revenue side of the supple- 
mentary budget involves more mo- 
ney earned ag ἃ result of the de- 
valuation, as well as higher cus- 
toms dues. 

The economies of 1L135m. deci- 
ded upon earlier this month by 
the Knesset Finance Committee will 
be calculated as a reduction in the 
1L1,250m. supplementary budget. 

Another proposal from the Kacs- 
set Finance Committee, to cut 
some IL40m. from this years de- 
fence outlays, “is still being dis-

‘Disobedient’ social workers

They also re- 
fused to provide any services in ald- 
in-kind, for which they said they 
had no budget (as there Indeed bad 
not been for four months previous 
to this). The demonstration was 
swiftly stopped when the department 
director, Dr. Eliezer Jaffe, informed 
the workers about an hour after the 


Passenger truck drivers 
fail in bid to tie up 
traffic in Capital

Slipping through a police net, 
some 20 passenger trucks drove 
slowly through the streets of Jeru- 
salem yesterday, blowing thelr 
horns and attempting to tie up traf- 
fic. Some 80 other trucks set to 
take similar action were intercepted 
by the police at the entrance to the 
city and forced to park at Binya- 
nei Ha’ooma, 


The drivers, representing the 500 
passenger-carrying trucks on Is- 
rael's roads, were protesting against 
the Tramsport Ministry's attitude 
towards them, claiming it Is diserl- 
minatory, They charged the Minls- 
try places obstacles in their way 
when they try to obtain Hcences to 
operate. 


The convoy of about 100 trucks 
left from the Tel Aviv area in the 
morning with the intention of driv- 
ing to Jerusalem. “Itm” reports 
that, at the Nachshon junctton, they 
were stopped by the police who in- 
sisted on making a winter safety 
check on each vehick, When the 
convoy reached the outskirts of the 
Capital the police refused to permit 
it to continue to the centre of 
town, and ordered the drivers to 
park beside Binyanel Ha’ooma. Dur- 
ing this manoeuvre, 20 of the trucks 
managed to slip past the police and 
reach the centre of the city. How- 
ever. the police were close behind 
und prevented them from ¢tausing 
any major traffic jams. 


‘ASTONISHMENT’ 

The Transport Ministry spokes- 
man last night expressed astonish- 
ment at the action of the passenger 
truck companies. In August, the 
Minister appointed a public com- 
mittee headed by Mr. Uzi Feiner- 
Mann, M.X., to examine the pos- 
sibility of substituting buses or 
tiyuliat (trucks specially adapted 
for carrying passengers) for the 
type of passenger trucks now ijn 
use, the spokesman stated. 

The committee recommended to 
the Minister a week ago that the 


truckers be allowed to replace thelr 
vehicles with buses. As the Min- 
Ister himself has not yet taken 8 
stand on the issue, he agreed to 
meet with the truckers this Wed- 
nesday to hear their side of the 
issue. 

Opinion in official circles Is that 
these trucks were never intended 
for transporting passengers, and 
that they should be replaced by 
buses which are more comfortable 
and considerably safer.

HAIFA. A local doctor was 
charged yesterday in the District 
Court here with attempting to get 
ἃ woman to prostitute herself by 
means of a fraudulent advertise- 
ment.

In response to the ad, a married 
woman with three children appeared 
at his clinic. Friedman allegedly cf- 
fered her a glass of wine and dis- 
cussed her conditions of work, which 
included, the sheet said, 
baving sexual relations with bas 
men for money. 


The woman pretended te accept 
the offer, and informed the police. 
When she appeared for her first 
“appointment,” the doctor allegedly 
had a customer waiting for her in 
an adjoining room. The police then 
arrived and arrested the doctor. The 
customer managed to escape.

Rabbinate election rules, 
defers ‘age limit decision

The Cabinet yesterday approved’ 
a series of regulations regarding 
elections for the Chief Rabbinate 
Counci, but — postponed till next 
‘Sunday the most controversial deci- 
sion of all — on the questivun of an 
upper age mit for the country's 
two Chief Rabbis. : 

The regulations now required the 
approval of the Knesset's Interior 
‘Committee, which wil also hammer 
out ἃ consensus on the upper age 
limit question, to guide the Cabinet. 
The Minister for Religious, Affairs 
is due to gazette the
